No FrM Lumber Bill. 


A Washington 
dispatch to the 


Evening Wisconsin says that Repre- 
sentatives Lynch and Miller agree in 
the belief that this congress will not 
disturb the tariff on lumber. Their 
districts', arc heavily interested In 
the lumber industry, and Mr. Lynch 
resixxjts the wishes of his constituents 
by opposing free lumber. He has 
been making inquiries, and under- 
stands that there is no intention on 
the part of the ways and means com- 
mittee to report, a free lumber bill. 
Mr. Miller says he has nothcurdfrom 
the lumber manufacturers at Osh- 
kosh, and suspects that they don't 
caw whether lumber comes in free or 
not. 
Xonc of them were here at the 


recent lumbermen's convention, but 
there were plenty of Southern man- 
ufacturers here, and Mr. Miller sup- 
poses that their influence has lieeti 
exerted against free lumber to such 
an extent that representatives from 
Alabama, Florida, Arkansas,Missou- 
ri, Louisiana and Texas now think 
that foreign hunl>cr should be kept 
out. There is no doubt but that the 
Senate would promptly reject a fret; 
lumber bill, if by any chance such a 
measure could get through the lower 
House. 


Election Contest. 


John Mercer, who was defeated by 


M. F. Doyle for chairman of Mlnoe- 
qua at the election last week, was in 
the city this week preparing contest 
proceedings. He has retained A. W. 
Shelton as attorney, who is now 
preparing the papers.

Harry J. Martin applied on Janu- 


ary 7, 1S!)1, to enter the si'X of Sec. 24, 
alleging settlement thereon at 12.01 
A. M., December 20, IS'JO. 


Because of the conflicting claims to 


the RC% of the section you ordered a 
hearing to determine the rights of the 
parties, which was held before the 
local ollicers on May 0, 1S91, all the 
parties being present in person, am! 
Martin being represented by counsel. 
All parties submitted testimony. 


On May 0, 1S01, the Register and 


Receiver rendered joint decision find- 
ing that Mart In's settlement is shown 
to have been prior to any tiling or 
entry upon said si% and recommend- 
ing the cancellation of homestead 
entries Nos. G02S and 5!)14. On the 
same day (May 9) Kggers tiled a 
relinquish men t of bis entry. 


Lash way duly perfected an appeal 


dune (i, ISill, S|>ecii.ving, in brief, that 
the act of Congress of June 20, 1S!K), 
opened the lands Included in this 
contest to homestead entry only, on 
the 20th of December, 1S90; that such 
lands were subject to entry at the 
land office; that apjxillnnt's entry 
was made at the (irstopportnnit.y to 
do business with said office on the 
morning of that day, and that con- 
testant could not acquire by setrle 
mont any priority of right over the 
entry of api>ellant. 


The evidence shows that Martin 


went upon the se% of Sw. 24, immedi- 
ately after 12 o'clock midnight on the 
morning of the 20th of December 1890 
and commenced cutting logs and 
making preparations for building his 
Khanty. He completed his shanty in 
about a week, and put furniture into 
it. He has lived upon the land ever 
since he made his settlement, until 
his house was completed, sleeping in 
a brush shack under his blankets. 


Lash way commenced building his 


house December 29, ISOO.and complet- 
ed if, on January (i, 1891, when lie 
moved into It and has since continu- 
ously resided thcrcin. 


Thcsc entries were made under the 


act of Congress, approved June 20, 
1S90, restoring certain lands with- 
drawn for reservoir purposes to the 
public domain. Thisact, which took 
effect six months after its approval, 
on December 20, 1S90, provided that 
the lands restored "shall be subject 
to homestead entry only," and "that 
no right of any kind shall attach by 
reason of settlement or squatting 
upon any of the lands hereinbefore 
described before the day on which 
such lands shall be subject to home- 
stead entry at the several land offices 
anil until said lands are opened for 
settlement no person shall enter upon 
anil occupy the same, otc." 


1 think from tlieforegoinglanguage 


I hat while the lands restored are 
subject to homestead entry only, it 
was not the intention of Congress to 
restrict the initiation of said right to 
entry at the local office, but in saying 
that- no right, shall bo nci|irircri by 
settlement before the. day on which 
the innds shall be subject to home- 
stead entry, Congress clearly intend- 
ed that a right might 
!»• Initiated 


by settlement, on and after the date 
on which the act took effect, viz: 
OcceinlMM'20, 1800. Xeithcrdo I think 
(here is any limitation 'upon 
the 


hour of the day in which sett lenient 
could be made. Congress lixed none, 
the circular of instructions in regard 
(hereto (11 L. I). 212) made no men- 
lion of it, and as the day in law 
began at 12 o'clock, midnight settle- 
men I made af. any time nftf-r that 
hour was valid and sufficient upon 
which to claim the iK-netits of the art 
of May 14, 1S80. The contention of 
api>eHnnt that settlements are recog- 
nized under the land laws only when 
they have l»een for a sufficient length 
of time and of sntlicient prominence 
to IK> notice of some right .on the part 
of the occupant, so as to preclude an 
Invasion of those- rights by a person 
making entry at the land office, Is 
untenable and impracticable, what 
would constitute settlement in such 
a case being too uncertain.

A. War of Extormlaatioa 


DEFKATKD *T THK RUSTLERS. 


HKI.KNA, Mont., April 0.— A dispatch 


from Dillon, in the southern part of the 
state on the road to Jackson, in Wy- 
oming, announces that a battle oc- 
curred two days ago between a band of 
thieves and cattlemen on the Montana 
side o! the Wind river country. The 
news was brought in by a ranchman 
who talked with one of the partici- 
pants. 


Ranchmen from southern Montana, 


northern Wyoming and northern Idaho, 
exasperated by the depredations of an 
organized band of thieves of the Teton 
section, assembled by agreement at a 
point somewhere west of lilackfoot and 
began the search for the robbore and 
found a large body intrenched in win- 
ter quarters. 
They attacked them and were re- 


pulsed, losing eight killed and many 
wounded. The robltcrs also lost heavily. 
It is known tliat the ninohmen had been 
contemplating this action, and that fact 
gave color to the rumor. The place 
where the fight is said to have occurred 
is isolated and news of the fight would 
not reach the outside \vorld for several 
days. This encounter is supposed to 
have occurred on Green river, where 
the outlaws have winter quarters. 


This band of horse and cattle thieve* 


is incorporated under the laws of Wyo- 
ming under a high sounding name. 
Plans for a war of extermination have 
been under formation since last fall. 
Besides a . party of twenty-five that 
started 
out 
from 
killings 
it 
is 


learned that a party left Uig 
Tim- 


ber March 10, under the lead of Sim 
Roberts. The party composed thirteen 
men, all of them frontier and mountain 
men. 
They leaded two earn with 


horses, pack m'les, guns, ammunition 
and food. Their departure was kept a 
secret as {nr as possible, the news- 
papers Iwinjf iiskcd to withhold all in- 
formation for the present. One hun- 
dred thousand dollars' worth of beef 
was raised for this expedition and the 
men are paid SI, 000 each. The leaders 
get $2,500. 


Uloody war is expected. 
The out- 


laws are determined not to yield to ar- 
rest. There is still a great deal of snovr 
in the mountains and it may be slow 
work for the cattlemen to reach their 
headquarters, but they have the satis- 
faction of knowing that the thieves 
will have no chance of getting away 
from their mountain fastnesses and 
snowbound basin. 
Every road from 


the basin is guarded. 


It was in 1SS4 that the last expedition 


of this kind was formed. The men 
started out in June and cleaned out the 
last thief in December. They hanged 
sixty men and followed some of them 
into Canada. The biggest killing took 
place on li'ig Bend of the Missouri, 
where the cattlemen had a battle.
